20. EMPLOYMENT IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 


Estimates of employment formerly published in this Section were derived from returns of employers in 
remitting State Wages Tax which ceased in October, 1941. It is not possible now to compile estimates exactly 
comparable with those formerly based on Wages Tax Returns. 


The table now published has been compiled in a new form adapted to the contents of returns made by employers 
for purposes of Commonwealth Pay-roll Tax which came into operation in July, 1941. Comparative figures for July, 
1939, and June, 1933, have been inserted wherever possible in the table shown below. From this data now available 
it is possible to publish separate totals for males and females,
